NE DARK Bight last year a 
sm all auto truck was driven 
into the alley behind the Phila­ 
delphia branch of the largest man­ 
ufacturers of autom obile ignition 
(locks in the country. 
There was 
'a quick manipulation of keys, ban- 
idled eotpertly, and a back door of 
¡the establishm ent was open. 
A 
!large folded 
sheet of cardboard 
,waa handed 
from 
the car, 
and 
taken inside. 
The cardboard, when unfolded, 
w as an «tact reproduction of the 
safe which stood under lights in 
plain view of the front window. It 
waa but the work of seconds to set 
It up as a screen In front of the 
•afe, and a safe cracker went to 
work on the com bination in com­ 
parative 
security 
from 
interrup­ 
tion. 
In the m eantim e his com­ 
panions unbolted a m achine weigh­ 
ing hundreds of pounds from Its 
m oorings in the dark recesses at 
th» back of the shop, and carried 
it out to their truck. ^ 
There w as an alm ost nnnotice- 
able explosion as the safe, which 
had proved stubborn, was blown; 
• hasty sorting of its contents; and 
the 
cracksm an, disregarding 
ap 
parent valuables, carried a heavy 
volum e out to the car, which was 
driven rapidly away. 
Thus was perpetrated one of the 
moat daring and disturbing rob 
beries in the history of American 
crime. 
M issing a Rich Haul 
It w as aim ed at no petty loot 
such as two or three million dol 
lars \p bonds or currency. 
It was 
Intended to place at the mercy of 
the crim inal elem ent of the coun­ 
try autom obiles with .a value of 
hundreds of m illions of dollars. 
The m achine stolen was one of 
a half dozen in the United States 
used In m aking keys to the igni 
tion locks on 80 per cent of the 
high grade autom obiles manufac­ 
tured. The book sought in the safe 
contained 
the 
code 
letters 
and 
num bers of each of these locks. 
Simply by looking at the number 
on th» lock of any of these cars, 
»nd tricin g down that number in 
the code book, keys duplicating the 
ow nef's could be manufactured. 
P ossession of these keys would 
not only mkk» the actual stealing 
of these cars more sim ple, but 
would aid the organized bauds or 
thieves 
greatly In 
disposing 
of 
stolon cars without suspicion. 
I 
Th» whol» ingenious 
plot, x to 
which the -best brains of the crim 
Inal profession had evidently been 


dedicated, failed because a clerk 
in the ignition lock establishm ent 
disobeyed orders. 
S trict instruc­ 
tions had been issued that the code 
book, with its alm ost incalculable 
value, should alw ays be locked in 
the safe when not in use. 
The 
safe had been locked for the night 
when this clerk, working late, went 
to put it back. 
Fearful of a repri­ 
mand for not having replaced it 
earlier, he did not telephone one 
of the heads of the establishm ent 
tc return and open the safe, but 
trusted to luck to get it back next 
day without observation, and tuck­ 
ed it on a high shelf. 
Luck was 
n o ^ only with him. but with the 
establishm ent 
and 
the 
country's 
automobile 
owners. 
T he 
“code 
book” which the thieves blew open 
the safe to obtain turned out to be 
an accessory catalogue. 
T h e 
key-making 
m achine 
has 
never been recovered, but it is use­

thieves mailed the catalogue back 
with a polite note of regret.
